may be said that it places the shaping and 
control of legislation in the hands of old- 
er and more mature heads, that it is a pro- 
per reward for long and faithful service 
and that the chairman of committees on- 
ly reach this responsible position after 
many years of service which enables them 
to familiarise themselves with legislative 
policies intimately and to acquire a broad 
national vision. 
It may also be argued 


that it produces more orderly and settled 
direction of legislation and that it makes 
for superior leadership. 


It is easy enough to argue in favor of 


this proposition on paper, but experience 
affords the best argument of all. 
In the 


first place, we believe seniority produces 
mediocrity rather than ability. 
Every 


senator of course receives appointment to 
one or more committees. 
If he fives long 


enough and manages to be reelected h" 
will eventually reach the chairmanship. 
The most stupid or incompetent person, 
elected to either the senate or house and 
kept there by an indifferent or backward 
constituency, eventually becomes chair- 
man 
of the most important committee 


that he happens to aspire to. 
That i.s 


what made Joseph "VY. Fordney chairman 
of the house ways and mean.s committee. 
It is what made Mr. McCmubcr chairman 
of the senate finance committee, and Hen- 
ry Cabot Lodge chairman of the senate 
committee on foreign relations. 


Not only this, but seniority fixes com- 


mittee chairmanships without regard to 
whether the 
men who fill them are in 


accord with the will of the people, t.'.e 
administration or the policies indicated 
by an election. 
Thus, for instance, we 


find by mere accident a pronounced dry 
as t h < - chairman of the house judiciary 
committee, the committee that 
framed 


the prohibition enforcement ad. one year 
and the next year a pronounced wet. Mr. 
La Follette is but one step removed from 
the chairmanship of the senate finance 


j ' 
l ' 
and interstate commerce committees, two 
of the most important, committees of that 
body. 
Should he reach the chairmanship 


during the next two years he would han- 
dle them in direct opposition to the poli- 
cies of President Harding. 


The political inconsistencies that result 


from seniority rule are many, and oft^n 
they are serious. 
It prevents recognition 


of ability and capacity, it puts a premium 
on inferiority and it is a handicap on su- ' 
periority. Sooner or later it will be aban- 
doned in both branches of congress. The 
present is as good a t i m e as any. and the 
sooner it is done the sooner we will take 
a step further1 toward 
more responsive 


and efficient 
legislative government at,
